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GENERAL  CHARACTERISTICS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


The  District  covers  an  area  of  82,055  acres,  approximately  129 
square  miles,  comprising  28  parishes,  with  a  population  of  26,560 
The  District  comprises  the  parishes  of  the  lower  Test  Valley  and 
those  bordering  on  the  Wiltshire  border.  It  is  bounded  in  the  South 
by  the  Southampton  City  area  and  the  New  Forest,  and  in  the  North 
by  Andover  Rural  District, 

The  geological  formation  of  the  District  is  mainly  chalk, 
overlaid  in  places  with  beds  of  clay,  gravel  and  sand. 

The  area  is  concerned  primarily  with  agriculture,  there  being 
in  the  District  several  large  private  estates.  The  Southern  parishes 
are  developing  quite  rapidly  into  a  dormitory  area  for  Southampton, 
especially  now  that  improved  train  services  enable  daily  commuting 
to  London.  There  are  numbers  of  small  industries  scattered 
throughout  the  District,  notably  chemical  and  glue  works,  gravel  and 
sand  extraction  in  the  Southern  parishes,  sawmilling  in  the  wooded 
areas  of  the  Western  part  of  the  District,  and  in  the  North  at  the 
Wallops,  turkey  processing  and  a  number  of  light  industrial  activities 
such  as  printing. 

The  District  is  crossed  by  two  main  holiday  routes  to  the 
Western  Counties,  in  the  South  by  the  A31  and  A36  roads,  and  in  the 
North  by  the  main  A 30.

The  highest  temperature  recorded  was  29.6°C  (85°F)  on  9th  July.  The 
highest  on  record  this  century  was  33.9°C  (93°F)  on  16th  and  17th  August 
1947. 


The  lowest  temperature  recorded  was  -5.7°C  (22°F)  on  4th  January. 
The  lowest  recorded  this  century  was  -11.7°C  (11°F)  on  3rd  March  1909. 


June  average  maximum  temperature  is  the  lowest  recorded  for  that 
month  since  1946. 

The  June  total  of  5.11  inches  is  the  second  highest  recorded  for  that 
month  during  this  century,  the  highest  being  5.45  inches  in  1909.  Sunshine 
in  November  was  the  highest  since  192 3,  and  the  year’s  total  the  highest 
since  1959.

In  July  1970,  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security 
arranged  that  vaccination  against  Rubella  (German  Measles)  would 
be  made  available  to  girls  aged  11,  12  and  13.

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PUBLIC  CLUiLSING 


Domestic  and  Trade  Collections  : 

1971  proved  itself  as  a  year  of  change  and  upheaval  in  respect 
of  refuse  collection  in  more  ways  than  one.  Following  the  decision 
by  the  Council  to  commit  the  service  to  a  Work  Study  exercise  by 
Hampshire  County  Council  dork  Study  Section,  introducing  an  incentive 
bonus  scheme,  and  ultimately  the  absorption  of  any  savings  into  an 
improved  service,  the  first  scheme  was  put  into  operation  in  July, 

The  initial  scheme  proved  to  be  chaotic  and  a  complete  revision 
of  the  scheme  took  place  and  was  implemented  in  October,  During  the 
months  of  disarray,  which  was  in  no  way  the  result  of  non-co-operation 
on  the  part  of  the  men,  I  must  pay  tribute  to  the  way  in  which  the 
refuse  collection  staff,  with  few  exceptions,  often  by  way  of 
excessive  overtime,  managed  to  maintain  the  service  and  also 
particularly  the  office  staff  who  frequently  had  to  deal  with  very 
irate  and  abusive  members  of  the  public,  at  the  peak,  dealing  with  up 
to  fifty  calls  a  day. 

Following  the  introduction  of  the  revised  scheme  and  certainly 
by  the  end  of  the  year,  the  main  teething  troubles  of  the  back-door 
collection  had  been  resolved,  providing  the  District  with  the  exception 
of  the  Parishes  of  iMorth  Baddesley,  nursling  and  Hownhams,  nichelmersh 
and  Braishfield,  with  a  back-door  refuse  collection  service  on  the  basis 
of  collecting  bins  from  the  back  door  but  returning  the  bins  to  the 
kerbside. 


The  original  work  Study  Scheme  envisaged  this  being  undertaken 
by  four  vehicles  and  crew  of  twelve  plus  one  spare  man,  but  eventually 
evolved  using  five  vehicles  and  one  extra  crew  member.  Despite 
this  I  feel  it  is  gratifying-  to  consider  that  in  just  four  years  a 
complete  transition  has  taken  place  from  a  fortnightly  kerbside 
collection  to  a  weekly  back-door  collection  in  the  vast  majority 
of  the  area  with  the  provision  of  only  two  extra  vehicles  and  four 
men. 
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Done stic  and  Trade  Collections  ( Contcl . ) 

The  ultimate  completion  of  the  rounds  due  in  1972  will  increase 
the  fleet  and  labour  force  by  only  two  extra  non  and  the  use  of  one 
further  vehicle  for  one  day  only,  held  at  present  in  a  spare  capacity. 


Refuse  Disposal  : 

The  disposal  of  Domestic  end  Trade  refuse  from  this  Authority 
and  Ronsoy  Borough  continues  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Bunny 
Lane  Tip,  Timsbury,  All  the  refuse  from  the  District  is  now  tipped 
at  Timsbury,  whereas  before  a  certain  amount  from  the  northern  Parishes 
was  taken  to  Andover  R.D.G^  Tip  at  Chilbolton. 

Bo  vandalism  has  been  experienced  during  the  year  and  the 
compound  for  members  of  the  public  to  use  at  any  time  during  the  week 
has  been  used  well  and  respected.  It  is  known  that  considerable 
use  is  made  of  this  compound  by  persons  living  outside  the  District, 
and  particularly  from  the  urbanised  areas  surrounding  the  Southern 
Parishes,  Whilst  the  time  taken  to  clear  the  compound  increases 
and  presents  its  own  problems,  it  is  nevertheless  a  provision 
extremely  well  used  and  needed,  and  would  appear  to  be  having  a 
lessening  effect  on  the  dumping  of  unwanted  articles  in  ditches  and 
laybys. 

During  the  year  a  provisional  landscaping  plan  was  prepared  by 
Hampshire  County  Council  for  the  eventual  return  of  the  tip  area  to  an 
area  of  recreational  use,  and  this  is  being  followed  as  tipping  proceeds. 

The  charge  for  disposal  of  trade  waste  at  the  tip  continues  at 
£1  per  load,  and  several  manufacturing  concerns  in  the  two  Authorities 
deposit  fairly  large  amounts  of  waste  as  well  as  the  two  hundred  tons 
of  domestic  refuse  from  this  Authority  and  the  Borough  per  week. 
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Staff  : 


There  has  been  a  slight  flow  of  labour  during  the  year,  but  again 
there  has  been  no  problem  in  recruitment,  and  at  tines  there  have  been 
up  to  six  men  on  a  waiting  list  for  employment,

Refuse  Collection  Vehicles  : 

Two  new  vehicles  were  purchased  during  the  year,  due  partly  to 
cope  with  the  reformed  rounds  and  partly  as  a  general  replacement  policy 
in  order  to  modernise  the  fleet.  The  new  vehicles,  both  of  the  ejection 
type  being  most  suitable  for  tip  disposal  methods,  were  of  different  sizes, 
one  being  capable  of  accepting  70  cubic  yards  of  refuse  and  used  to 
capacity  on  rounds  eliminating  two  trips  to  the  tip  on  long  hauls. 


i maintenance  costs  again  increased,  partly  due  to  a  larger  fleet, 
but  mainly  due  to  bringing  the  maintenance  standard  in  line  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Plating  and  Testing  legislation,  due  to  apply  to 
refuse  vehicles  in  1972.

Litter  : 

The  modern  trend  of  the  production  of  expendable  bulky  consumer 
items,  and  particularly  the  modern  concept  of  dense  housing  estates 
continues  to  produce  a  demand for  the  disposal  of  items  too  large  to 
dispose  during  normal  refuse  collection  tines. 

The  commencement  of  a  free  collection  of  such  items  in  this 
Authority  last  year  ha.s  proved  this  need,  and  despite  limited  staff 
and  the  necessity  to  hire  a  special  vehicle  for  the  purpose,  some 
195  special  collections  wore  undertaken  during  the  year,  many  of  these 
amounting  to  half  a  lorry  load  at  a  tine. 
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Litter  (Contd.) 


Despite  the  Departments  o\m  advertising  campaign  in  varying  forms 
and  local  press  articles,  problems  are  still  encountered,  particularly 
in  the  Southern  Parishes,  from  the  dumping  of  such  articles  in  ditches 
and  laybys.  The  most  serious  problem  was  that  at  Frognore  Lane, 
Nursling,  on  the  boundary  of  the  City  of  Southampton,  where  as  an 
experiment  a  largo  skip  was  placed  to  afford  easy  removal  of  rubbish 
being  placed  on  a  long  stretch  of  verge  and  ditch.  This  did  not  prove 
satisfactory  and  ultimately  had  to  be  removed  after  only  four  weeks  due 
to  vandalism.  Whilst  in  position  the  use  made  of  the  skip  was  out  of 
all  proportion  to  its  size,  showing  a  desperate  need  for  some  form  of 
collection  service,  well  over  95%  of  it  coming  from  within  the  confines 
of  the  City  boundary. 


Despite  several  approaches  to  the  City  Authorities, 
of  providing  only  a  rechargeable  service  was  not  changed. 


the  policy 
other  than  a 


promise  for  increased  publicity  for  the  service. 


The  problems  continued  throughout  1971  and  no  fewer  than  twenty 
two  collections  involving  two  men  and  a  vehicle  for  a  day  at  a  time 
were  necessary  to  clear  accumulations  in  the  area,  plus  some  further 
fifteen  days  in  other  parts  of  the  District  nearly  all  concentrated 
in  the  Southern  Parishes,  In  all  I  would  estimate  some  one  hundred 
and  fifty  tons  was  collected  during  the  year  from  these  trouble  spots, 

I  feel  that  it  cannot  be  over  emphasized  that  modern  living 
standards  and  conditions  require  an  equally  fresh  approach  to  bulky 
waste  produced  by  it,  if  the  open  spaces  and  surrounding  countryside 
to  urbanised  areas  are  not  to  be  marred  in  direct  conflict  to  their 
creation.  There  can  be  only  one  answer,  adequate  free  collection 
and  disposal  points  for  such  articles  which  will  in  the  long  term  be 
cheaper  than  having  to  clear  such  items  from  open  spaces  and,  therefore, 
creating  an  improved  environmental  quality* 
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CARAVANS  AND  OTHER  IdOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


There  were  25  licensed  sites  in  the  District  at  the  end  of  the  year 
which  was  27  fewer  than  the  previous  year,  all  of  which  were  individual 
sites  not  renewed.  The  total  number  of  caravans  on  the  sites  being 
198  did  not  show  a  proportional  decrease  as  the  numbers  on  two  multiple 
sites  increased. 

All  the  sites  were  inspected  during  the  year  when  the  conditions 
which  were  revised  the  previous  year  to  ensure  higher  standards  of 
sanitation  and  safety  were  being  adhered  to.  It  was  not  necessary 
to  resort  to  legal  proceedings  for  breaches  in  conditions  or  in  the 
case  of  unlicensed  sites. 

The  decision  the  previous  year  to  construct  Local  Authority 
owned  sites  to  overcome  the  numbers  of  unlicensed  sites  of  long 
standing  suffered  several  set  backs  during  the  year  due  to  the 
objections  of  local  residents  to  what  they  feared  as  the  formation 
of  nGypsy  Settlements0.  The  outcome  was  the  construction  of  a  small 
site  for  two  caravans  at  .urloy  Way,  Plaitford. 

The  occupants  of  the  11  moveable  caravans  of  the  30  unlicensed 
occupied  caravans  were  approached,  but  by  the  completion  of  the  site 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  only  2  occupiers  were  willing  to 
move  or  were  thought  suitable.  Of  the  remainder,  the  majority  wore 
offered  housing  accommodation  which  resolved  the  immediate  problem, 
and  at  the  same  tine  a  policy  of  legal  proceedings  being  taken  against 
any  new  unlicensed  caravans  entering  the  District  was  started* 

The  policy  decision  to  proceed  against  such  cases  in  the  future 
and  a  planning  policy  of  refusing  permission  for  individual  caravans 
except  for  genuine  reasons  has  undoubtably  had  a  marked  effect  in 
the  number  of  caravans  in  the  District,  and  those  licensed  during 
the  year. 
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UITFIT  HOUSING 


An  appeal  to  the  County  Court  was  lodged  by  the  owner  of  a  property 
against  the  decision  to  make  a  Closing  Order  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing  Act  1957*  The  appeal  was  based  on  the  fact  that  the  owner  did 
not  consider  the  property  to  be  unfit,  or  if  it  were,  that  it  could  be 
rendered  fit  at  reasonable  cost. 

During  the  tine  leading  up  to  the  hearing  of  the  case  the  Department 
cane  under  a  certain  amount  of  critisisn  with  regard  to  the  standards  being 
set  when  inspecting  houses  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1957, 
and  in  particular,  Section  4>  and  also  the  method  of  valuations  and 
presentation  to  Committee, 

The  appeal  decision  accepted  that  the  house  was  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  although  not  all  the  items  listed  as  contributory  to  the 
unfitness  were  accepted,  in  particular  instability  of  the  structure 
which,  upon  renovation  of  the  cottage,  was  borne  out  by  the  collapse  of  that 
part  of  the  structure  indicated  in  the  Department's  report.  I  an  quite 
satisfied  that  the  standards  adopted  were  and  are  correct,  and  that  they 
are  administered  in  a  fair  manner. 

The  reports  to  Committee  were  at  that  time  set  out  under  the 
headings  of  Section  4  of  the  Housing  Act  1957,  but  have  been  modified 
so  as  to  include  only  those  particular  items  of  disrepair  and  not 
inclusive  of  general  description  which  arc  individually  priced  in  respect 
of  cost  of  repair. 

The  appeal  was  upheld  on  the  grounds  that  the  property  in  question 
although  unfit  was  repairable  at  reasonable  cost.  There  is  no 
definition  of  ^reasonable  cost11  or  the  method  one  should  value  a 
property  under  the  terms  of  the  Act,  or  to  what  extent  controlled 
tenancies  should  be  considered.  In  the  circumstances  a  valuation 
system  was  used  o.t  the  time  which  tended  to  give  low  valuations,  although  this 
was  generally  accepted  for  the  purpose  by  most  Authorities. 
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Unfit  Housing  ( Contd . ) 


Dug  to  the  escalating  value  of  property  in  this  part  of  the 
Country  a  new  system  of  valuation  was  agreed  having  regard  to 
increased  valuation  for  works  of  improvements,  and  an  alternative 
which  is  also  used,  is  multiplying  the  Rateable  Value  by  a 
factor  of  40* 


Both  these  methods  give  higher  values  than  the  method 
previously  used,  although  the  value  placed  by  the  County  Court 
on  the  property  subject  to  appeal  was  considerably  higher  still 
and  was  in  fact  a  n vacant  possession”  value  which  unfortunately 
was  not  challenged. 


The  present  system  of  valuation  can  still  be  open  to 
critisism  and  until  such  time  that  a  definition  by  Statute  is 
issued  it  is  likely  to  be  challenged#  L  Local  authority  is  in  a' 
difficult  position  in  deciding  upon  a  reasonable  value. tion  in  the 
circumstances  because  if  a  low  valuation  is  placed  on  the  property, 
which  would  necessitate  Closing  or  Demolition  Order  procedure,  an 
appeal  may  be  lodged  as  in  this  instance,  which  is  very  rare,  or 
alternatively  which  is  more  likely,  if  too  high  a  valuation  is 
made  and  Section  9  procedure  is  instigated  requiring  works  to  be 
carried  out,  this  can  also  be  made  subject  to  appeal. 

The  valuation  now  being  made  would  appear  to  be  reasonable, 
but  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  on  one  occasion  during  the  year 
when  the  District  Valuers  advice  was  sought,  the  value  placed  on 
the  property  was  exactly  half  of  that  placed  by  the  Department,  and 
similar  views  have  been  expressed  by  professional  valuers  when  asked 
informally  for  advice* 

Despite  the  difficulties  of  valuation  in  relation  to  unfit 
houses,  I  feel  it  would  be  a  retrograde  step  to  ignore  the 
responsibilities  of  the  representation  of  unfit  houses  in  the  District 
as  the  housing  stock  has  shown  considerable  improvement  through  such 
action  during  the  last  three  years  and  occasional  challenging  by 
owners  as  to  reasonableness  or  otherwise  of  cost  must  be  expected 
occasionally.

Housing  Act  1969  : 
Improvement  Grants  : 


Entire  responsibility  for  the  operation  of  the  Improvement  Grant 
scheme,  with  the  exception  of  certain  legal  and  financial  natters  was 
transferred  to  the  Department  on  1st  January  1971*  This  enables 
greater  efficiency  when  dealing  with  applications  where  the  Department 
already  has  an  interest,  e.g*  where  action  under  Part  II  Housing  net 
1957  has  been,  or  is  being,  taken*  Thus,  duplicate  visits  by 
different  Officers  have  been  avoided,  and  there  has  also  been  a 
closer  grouping  of  private  housing  functions  within  one  Department* 

At  the  time  that  this  transfer  of  functions  took  place  the  Public 
Health  Committee  met  to  establish,  as  far  as  possible,  a  general  policy 
within  which  the  Improvement  Grant  scheme  would  be  operated. 

Applications  for  Discretionary  or  Standard  Grants  within  this  policy 
are  approved  by  myself,  and  a  report  referred  to  Committee,  whereas 
applications  outside  the  policy  are  reported  to  Committee  for  a  decision. 

Cases  where  application  for  Discretionary  Grant  would  not  be 
entertained  were  established  as  follows 

(a)  The  conversion  of  two  or  more  dwellings  into  one  where 
separate  accommodation  could  reasonably  be  provided  in 
their  own  right  with  the  aid  of  a  Grant  as  necessary, 

(b)  Where  the  cost  of  the  scheme  is  such  that  it  would 
exceed  the  cost  of  a  new  dwelling, 

(c)  Where  the  scheme  is  so  lavish  it  would  be  beyond  the 
concept  of  the  Grant  scheme. 

In  all  cases  where  Discretionary  Grants  are  refused,  Standard 
Grants  are  approved  towards  the  provision  of  any  lacking  standard 
amenities. 
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Housing  let  1969  (Contd,) 


During  the  year  approval  was  given  for  the  payment  of  one 
interim  payment  where  the  Grant  approved  exceeded  £800,  and  paid 
upon  completion  of  at  least  50?b  of  the  Grant  earning  work  in  a 
satis  fa  ctory  manner • 

The  approved  cost  of  Discretionary  Grants  are  calculated  on 
estimates  received  upon  application,  only  one  estimate  being 
insisted  upon,  Evaluation  of  submitted  estimates  with  the 
pricing  of  the  application  within  the  Department  ensures  a 
reasonable  basis  of  comparison,  and  Grant  payment  is  based  on  the 
lowest  of  the  two  figures,  In  amount  of  up  to  is  permitted 
for  professional  fees. 

It  is  the  Council’s  policy  to  place  a  twelve  months  time 
limit  for  completion  on  the  approval  certificate,  although  this 
is  often  extended  in  genuine  cases. 

There  would  appear  two  main  misconceptions  regarding  Grants  s- 

(a)  That  Grants  can  be  obtained  for  repairs  to  houses  or 
purely  the  extension  of  a  dwelling  otherwise  with  all 
amenities.  These  misunderstandings  to  a  large  extent 
are  due  to  the  publicity  issued  in  the  press  or  by 
booklets, ' which  by  necessity  are  limited  in  their  content* 

(b)  That  where  action  under  the  Housing  let  1957  for 
securing  works  to  render  the  property  fit,  or  whore 
Closing  or  Demolition  Orders  have  been  made,  Grants  would 
not  bo  available.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Department 

to  advise  owners  of  the  availability  of  Grants  at  the  time 
of  any  procedures  under  the  above  provisions.

Cockroach  infestations  occur  from  tine  to  time  in  some  of  the 
older  Council  houses,  effective  treatment  being  often  difficult  duo 
to  the  absence  of  a  concrete  oversite  beneath  hollow  wooden  floors* 
However,  with  the  modernisation  of  Council  houses,  this  problem  is  being 
gradually  overcome  by  the  replacement  of  existing  timber  floors  with 
solid  concrete  construction,  thereby  depriving  the  cockroaches  of  an 
inaccessible  space  in  which  to  breed. 


An  infestation  of  the  lesser  house  fly  (fannia  canicularis) 
occurred  at  a  house  id  thin  the  District,  situated  in  close  proximity 
to  poultry  houses*  Samples  of  poultry  manure  from  both  the  deep  litter 
houses  and  the  battery  cages  were  examined  after  a  joint  visit  between 
a  Public  Health  Inspector  and  an  officer  of  the  Pest  Control  Division 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  The  flies  were 
found  to  be  breeding  in  the  deep  litter  houses,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
preventative  measures  taken  during  the  Spring  of  1972  in  accordance 
with  the  Ministry's  recommendations  will  prevent  a  re-occurrence  of 
the  complaint. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT 


Regular  inspections  of  all  classes  of  food  premises  were 
carried  out  during  the  year,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  secure 
compliance  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1970  which  cane  into 
force  on  1st  march  1971* 

The  new  Regulations  revoke  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  I960 
and  1962,  the  principal  changes  being  as  follows  t— 


Rerrulation  2(l)  i 

As  in  the  Food  Hygiene  ( Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 
Regulations  1966,  the  definition  of  "food”  now  includes  raw  food 
which  has  to  be  milled  or  refined  in  order  to  make  it  fit  for  human 
consumption. 


Foods  which  are  wrapped  as  described  in  the  schedule  to  the 
regulations  are  excluded  from  the  definition  of  ’’open  food”,  tne 
significance  of  this  provision  being  the  relaxation  of  certain 
requirements  of  the  Regulations  relating  to  handling  ana  storage 
of  food. 


Roaulations  9(b)  and  26(_ll  : 

The  trader  is  required  by  regulation  9(b)  to  separate  unsound 
food  from  sound  food;  and  in  order  to  guard  against  the  risk  that 
the  rejected  food  may  again  become  nixed  with  sound  food,  it  is  a 
requirement  of  regulation  26(1 )  to  provide  enough  space  for  sortin0 
the  food  and  storing  the  waste  while  it  awaits  disposal. 

Problems  arise  from  time  to  time  with  shops  on  the  District 
which  have  inadequate  storage  space  to  enable  accumulated  refuse  and 
unsound  food  to  be  segregated  from  stored  food,  particularly  where  the 
shop  has  a  large  trade.  The  only  real  answer  is  to  provide  additional 
storage  space  specifically  for  storage  01  reiuse  ana  umit  foot:.. 
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Food  and  Drugs  i*ct  ( Contd • ) 


Regulations  9(b)  and  26(l)  ( Contd , ) 

Although  advice  nay  be  given  at  the  planning  stage  of  a  shop, 
it  is  difficult  to  anticipate  the  expected  trade  and  subsequent 
storage  space  required. 

Regulation  9(d)  : 

This  provision  requires  that  open  food  be  protected,  where 
necessary,  against  such  things  as  dirt  and  the  actions  of 
customers,  by  covering  or  screening  the  food. 

Regulation  9(e)  : 

It  is  now  an  offence  to  keep  animal  feed,  i.e.  pet  food, 
in  a  food  room  unless  it  is  packed  in  a  sealed  can  or  other 
container  that  prevents  the  risk  of  contamination. 

The  definition  of  ’’animal  feed”  in  Regulation  2(l)  makes  it 
clear  that  the  ban  does  not  apply  to  food  such  as  bones  and  pieces 
which  butchers  sell  for  feeding  to  pets,  but  which  can  quite  properly 
be  sold  as  food  for  human  consumption. 

Regulation  11  : 

Rs  in  the  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 
Regulations  1966,  most  handlers  of  open  food  are  required  to  wear 
clean  and  washable  over clothing. 

Regulation  33  : 

This  regulation  applies  a  number  of  the  requirements  of  the 
Regulations  to  the  packing  or  storing  of  eggs,  fruit  or  vegetables 
on  farm  premises,  previously  exempted.

It  was  found  necessary  to  resort  to  Court  proceedings  in  the  case 
of  a  catering  establishment  at  which  conditions  had  been  far  from 
satisfactory  for  some  tine ,  and  despite  the  Department 1 s  efforts  to 
achieve  an  improvement  in  conditions,  very  little  progress  had  been 
i.aae *  One  of  the  major  difficulties  with  this  particular 
establishment  was  tnat  the  operator  did  not  own  the  premises,  and  was, 
therefore,  reluctant  to  bear  any  expenditure  in  respect  of  structural 
alterations  or  repairs*  Consequently,  as  a  result  of  the  structural 
repairs  required,  keeping  the  premises  in  a  satisfactory  state  of 
cleanliness  was  a  difficult  task.

Two  cows  which  wore  bought  in  by  one  of  the  producer/ 
retailers  were  found  to  be  producing  nilk  containing  Brucella 
organisms  and  subsequently  the  cows  wore  removed  from  the  herd. 

Producer/retailers  are  generally  very  co-operative  with 
the  Public  Health  Department  in  the  testing  of  milk  for 
Brucella  organisms  and  nilk  samples  are  submitted  from  all  now 
additions  to  the  herd  of  one  of  the  largest  producer/retailers  in 
the  District  to  ensure  minimum  possibility  of  transmission  of 
Brucella  organisms  to  consumers  of  milk  distributed.  In  the  case 
of  cows  positive  to  Brucella,  the  infected  nilk  is  sent  for 
pasteurisation  and  the  cows  are  withdrawn  from  the  herd  as  soon 
as  practicable • 

One  particular  case  of  Undulant  fever  was  reported  in  a  girl 
of  19  years  who  apparently  drank  relatively  large  quantities  of 
untreated  milk,  and  at  the  time  of  infection  was  slowly  recovering 
from  a  serious  motor  accident,  having  at  that  tine  a  low 
resistance  to  infection.  The  Undulant  fever  infection  presented 
itself  as  a  complication  to  her  condition  and  was  thought  to  have 
been  caused  from  untreated  milk  containing  Brucella  organisms* 

It  is  apparent  that  the  incidence  of  Brucella  infection  in 
cows  is  on  the  increase,  despite  the  Tunis try  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  promoting  a  voluntary  eradication  scheme  to  set 
up  ’’Brucellosis  Accredited”  herds  with  incentive  milk  bonuses  for 
continuing  satisfactory  sample  results  in  addition  to  compensation 
for  infected  animals  slaughtered.  It  is  thought  that  carelessness 
on  the  part  of  some  dairymen  in  not  properly  disposing  of  calf 
foetuses  resulting  from  abortions  from  infected  cows  has  played  an 
active  part  in  the  spread  of  the  infection.  However,  as  the  scheme 
is  given  wider  publicity,  more  and  more  herds  are  being  tested,  and 
eventually  it  is  hoped  that  all  cattle  in  this  country  will  be 
completely  free  from  Brucellosis.

The  method  of  inspection  continued  as  set  out  in  the 
Iiinistry’s  circular  22/61  by  means  of  regular  weekly  visits  to 
the  processing  stations  and  the  inspection  of  poultry  which  has 
been  put  to  one  side  by  the  operators  themselves  whenever  they 
were  in  doubt  as  to  the  fitness  or  otherwise  of  the  bird  in- 
question* 

The  implications  of  the  entry  of  this  Country  to  the 
Common  liarket  could  result  in  fresh  plucked  poultry  being  forced 
off  the  market  within  four  years* 

Proposed  E.E.C.  regulations  will  prohibit  the  sale  of 
uneviscerated  rough  plucked  fresh  chicken  and  turkeys  by  poultry 
farmers* 

Whilst  many  housewives  may  regard  this  as  an  undesirable 
step,  particularly  with  the  traditional  Christmas  turkey,  the 
requirements  of  the  proposed  regulations  would  undoubtably  be 
welcomed  by  those  officers  responsible  for  poultry  inspection*

Complaints  of  noiso  have  been  received  during  the  year 
fron  such  operations  as  gravel  extraction  and  screening, 
compressor  noise  from  metal  shotblasting  and  noise  from  the 
Starting  of  operations  at  a  tarmacadam  works  during  the  early 
morning.

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ANIMAL  BOARDING 
ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT .  1 963 


At  the  commenc ement  of  the  year  8  applications  were  received  for 
the  licencing  ox  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  under  the  provisions 
of  the  above  act.  Following  tightening  of  controls  on  previous  years 
and  continued  oversight,  all  applicants  were  issued  with  licences 
without  the  necessity  for  additional  works  or  improvements  to  the 
establishments* 

Of  the  8  licensed  establishments  there  was  accomodation  for  239 
dogs  and  71  Cats,  and  some  31  visits  were  made  during  the  summer 
period,  in  particular  to  the  premises  to  ensure  the  conditions  were 
complied  with  throughout.

Service  and  disinfestation  to  private  property  is  indirectly  free, 
the  cost  being  borne  by  the  General  Rato  Fund.  A  charge  of  £1  per  hour 
applies  to  all  business  and  agricultural  premises  requiring  service,  which 
adequately  covers  the  cost  of  treatment,  yet  is  competitive  enough  to 
encourage  the  use  of  the  service,  which  from  a  control  point  of  view  is  to 
be  preferred* 

All  classes  of  property  have  been  inspected  including  the  Council's 
Refuse  Tip  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works*  Particular  attention  is  also  being 
made  to  banks,  ditches  and  hedgerows  where  this  source  of  infestation  can 
cause  adjacent  property  to  become  infested* 

Complaints  either  by  letter,  telephone  or  verbal,  are  received  and 
dealt  with  as  soon  as  possible. 

'Warfarin1  lias  again  been  used  exclusively  during  the  year  and  has 
given  excellent  results,  no  resistance  to  the  rodenticide  being  experienced 
in  the  Council's- area,  with  the  exception  of  mice. 

A  suspected  case  of  Warfarin  resistant  rats  was  resolved  with  the  use 
of  liquid  Warfarin  bait,  the  dry  bait  being  unacceptable  to  the  rats  for 
some  unknown  reason.

The  problem  regarding  resistance  to  f Warfarin*  by  mice  was  more 
marked  last  year  than  ever  before  in  the  district  and  gave  rise  to  a 
serious  infestation  in  a  large  Warehouse  which  was  impossible  to 
control  by  the  rodenticide. 


The  use  of  a  narcotic  Alphachloralose,  which  although  having 
certain  limitations  due  to  effective  operating  temperatures,  was  found 
to  be  100%  successful,  and  this  is  now  used  exclusively  against  nice  in  the 
District  by  the  rlodont  Officer.

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OTHER  PESTS 


During  1971  an  additional  service  was  introduced  for  the  destruction 
of  wasps  nests.  The  decision  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  was  qualified 
by  the  making  of  a  charge  of  £1  per  nest  to  be  paid  prior  to  treatment. 

The  commencement  of  the  service  had  been  requested  by  the  Department  in 
previous  years  and  despite  the  charge  the  service  was  well  used  and  very 
much  appreciated  by  the  public. 

During  the  year  50  requests  were  received,  42  in  August,  6  in  September, 
and  2  in  bov ember.  With  the  exception  of  one  case  all  treatments  were 
successful  and  carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Officer  along  with  his  usual 
duties. 
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
